HIS SPEECH ON THE ARMY BILL. 


HAYES' POSITION. 


President Hayes will certainly veto 


-the Anny Appropriation bill, should it 
pass with illegitimate "riders." Some 
time ago we received a letter from Con- 
gressman Daggett, saying that Hayes 
•was in tnil accord with his piuty on the 
question. Still later comes the iele- 
•graphic news foreshadowing a veto, re- 
ported by Baker, of Indiana, who says 
the President has already begun to col- 
lect materials for his veto message. 
Baker added that the veto message 
would be an interesting document; that 
it would contain a history of the opera- 
tions of the elections laws in the South, 
ond the condition of society there, 
which had made their enforcement 
necessary.

BLAINE'S SPEECH. 


Tho speech of Senator Elaine on the 


Army bill will be found pretty correctly 
and fully reported elcewhere in this 
paper.
